They do show that after three years 
of continued waiting for better times people are 
renewing their worn-out clothing and other 
personal and household requirements with the 
remnants of their savings, thereby depleting 
stocks and causing the wheels of production 
to move somewhat faster to replace these stores. 

One item missing from the list is any report 
that wages are advancing or the prices of prim- 
ary products moving back into relation to the 
prices of finished goods.

There is no such thing possible as selling 
automobiles, radios, telephone service, railway 
tickets—and all the comforts and conveniences 
which go with these to make up the scale of 
modern civilized living—to people who have no 
incomes or to people whose work gives them 
only a wage large enough to support themselves 
on a basis of scant existence. That just can’t 
be done.

Canadian newspapermen will feel a thrill of 
pride at the action of one of their number, Carl 
J. Ketchum, in refusing to be gagged by the 
National Council of Education. Rather than 
submit to being “muzzled” on what he shali say 
about Russia, and what pictures he shall show 
of that country, Mr. Ketchum, who had travelled 
from England specially to accept the engage- 
ment, has cancelled all his engagements. He 
names Major F. J. Ney, executive secretary of 
the National Council of Education, as the offi- 
cial who allegedly interfered with his freedom 
of speech on the topics of Russia’s present con- 
dition and the possibilities of trade with Russia. 


Mr. Ketchum is one of the famous foreign 
correspondents of British journalism. Born in 
Canada and receiving his newspaper training 
in this country, he migrated to England and 
joined the staff of Lord Beaverbrook’s Daily 
Express. Beaverbrook, himself a Canadian, 
with a Canadian editor, Beveriey Baxter, gave 
Ketchum opportunity to show his abilities. 
Among Ketchum’s numerous travels ‘have been 
six visits io Russia since the year 1921. 

One of the difficulties newspaper readers 
and others have in obtaining a true view of 
Russia, is that many of the lecturers and writers 
on Russia approach their task with a pro or con 
point of view. Walter Duranty, himself a 
trained newsnpaperman who has made several 
visits to Russia, illustrates this in a recent article 
in the New York Times. He pictures two dif- 
ferent writers writing of the same set of cir- 
cumstances and giving totally different: impres- 
sions. One writes: 

“I am lodged in the best hotel in Mos- 
cow, in a room that is simply but ade- 
quately furnished, with electric light, steam 
heat and bathroom and a telephone, for 
which I pay nothing. 

“Iam not the guest of the government, 


but hotels, like all forms of transport, are 
free to workers of the Soviet Union.

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Putting On Those , 


Pleasing Pounds 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


You gain weight fastest during the winter 
months of January to March, finds a doctor in 
Sweden. Therefore, if you wish to gain weight, 
now would be an excellent time to try. 

A strange fact is that the patient who 
chronically underweight finds it harder to gain 
a few pounds than the over- 
weight patient finds it to lose. 
I know that your own experi- 
ence in trying to gain will 
prove to you that the problem 
of gaining and then keeping 
what you have gained is often 
difficult, especially when you 
try to gain by stuffing your- 
self on foods which may be 
fattening to others but which 
do you little good. 

At least two types of un- 
derweight are known: in the first type the 
patient comes from a family having a tendency 
to leanness but enjoys good health and seldom 
gets tired. The second type of underweight pa- 
tient has a different kind of thinness which 
practically amounts to a disease. He tires quick- 
ly, his nerves are irritable, he lacks the endur- 
ance to carry out sistained work, his appetite is 
poor and he may be steadily losing weight. 

Usually the patient is worried by his lack of 
ability to gain and he may become self-con- 
scious from the teasing of his friends who call 
him “Skinny.” A large percentage of the second 
group is made up of women, who read in despair 
that “curves are coming back.” At the present 
time the styles of extreme slenderness is over 
and practically every, woman now wants to have 
a figure filled out with pleasing curves. If you 
are among those who wish to build up to nor- 
mal weight so that you will look better and feel 
better, I am sure you will want to follow the 
directions which Iam going to give you, which 
are the ones I have found to get the best results 
in putting on those pleasing pounds. 

Being too much uncerweight is accompanied 
by certain dangers, for evample, those who are 
too thin before the age of 30 are more in danger 
of tuberculosis than those of normal weight. 
The underweight person may have a tendency 
to colds, catarrh, anemia, low blood pressure, 
asthenia, or loss of strength and prolapsus or 
sagging of the organs.

symptoms often found 
with underweight are: constipation, indigestion, 
that tired feeling, flabby muscles, round 
shoulders, nervousness, dark circles under the 
eyes and brain fag. 

After the weight is increased to normal there 
occurs a very marked improvement in every 
way: the patient eats better, digests his food 
better, his nerves are steadier, he becomes more 
energetic, and the body is more attractive on 
account of its roundness. As normal weight and 
health return the patient takes a greater interest 
his mental forces Increase so that he is 
encouraged to try things he has always wanted 
to do, he develops the cheerful personality of 
one in good health and more easily attracts the 
liking and open admiration of others. 

These good results are to be expected, for 
one with too little body weight is in an abnorm- 
al condition and as his figure builds up it means 
that. his digestion, elimination and in fact, all 
of the body functions, are becoming more norm- 
al. After he has gained enough to weigh about 
what a healthy person of the same height would 
weigh, he becomes aware for the first time of 
those rewards of health which are impossible 
to the thin, run-down, easily tired individual.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: T. B. asks: “Is it possible for a 
young man of twenty-one to increase his weight 
by taking a course for height increasing? If so 
how much would he gain? I have only grown 
a half inch since seventeen, though I have gain- 
ed in weight.” 

ANSWER: There is not much you can do at 
your age to increase your height, as your bones 
are probably fully developed. You may be able 
to increase your height slightly by exercises of 
the spine. These tend to increast the thickness 
of the cartilage by miproving the circulation to 
the spine. 

QUESTION: Aldina asks: “What is ‘Lem- 
on-Milk’ and how is it prepared?” 

ANSWER: Lemon-Milk is a kind of sour 
milk or substitute for butter-milk and is made 
by mixing the juice of one or more lemons 
with a pint of sweet milk and shaking vigor- 
orously together. Lemon-Milk is very easily 
digested, and may be taken by anyone. It 
should however, be used as a meal itself or 
taken the same way as a milk diet, that is, a 
glassful every hour.

-- A Day in Canadian History —

On this date, in 1877, Ottawa 
was given its first rail connec- 
tion directly with Montreal. A 
special train, laden with politic- 
at Hull, after a 


long journey from Montreal, 
thus inaugurating the govern- 
ment owned railway from Que- 
bec, with the high sounding 
name of the Quebec, Montreal 
and Occidental; why the latter 
I don’t know.

Of 
course, it was vastly improved 
by the C.P.R.; in fact it was re- 
built; but in its pioneer year 
the original railway served its 
purpose and came in very con- 
veniently when the CP.R. 
wanted a ready made line to 
the west. And the Quebec gov- 
ernment was not a bit sorry to 
get rid of its railway white ele- 
phant. Government operation 
was not a success in those days 
at any rate.

GOLD PLANS 


Government Program 
Gives No Indication of 


Understanding 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 27. — The 
United States government's mone- 
tary program entered the last woek 
of 1933 today without official indi- 
cations of any immediate new step 
toward an international gold under- 
standing similar to that resched on 
silver. The first price for domestic 
qold set by the governmenf after 
the Christmas holiday was $34.06 an 
ounce, the sixth successive repeti- 
tion of this figure. This quotation 
was $2.70 above the first price post- 
ed two months ago and $13.38 above 
gold's mint value. 

While the monetary program pro- 
gressed apparently unchanged Pre- 
sident Roosevelt and his financial 
advisers were devoting increased 
attention to polishing the budge* 
message which goes to congress 
next week, the day after Mr. Roose- 
velt submits his own report on the 
state of the country. 


DEFICIT WAS HUGE 


These preparations were pushed | 


at a time when the federal deficit 
crept close to the $1,000,000,000 mark 
in latest treasury figures dated only 
10 days from the end of the calen- 
dar year and the first six months of 
the fiscal period. It stood at $963,- 
518,000 as compared with $1,5388,132,- 
000 a year ago. Increased receipts, 
due chiefly to new taxes, accounted 
for $436,000,000 of this $624,600 000 
difference between last year's def- 
icit and the present one 

The administration breakdown of 
the outgo allotted $1,416,803,.000 to 
ordinary operating expend‘rures 
and $979,825,000 to emergency ones, 
of which $52,733,000 for the RFC 
constituted the largest single item 
Sinking fund operations alco repre- 
ented a big difference between the 
position of the treasury at thie time 
and a year ago 

During the present fiscal year the 
government has put $17,287,000 in 


the sinking fund as against a cor- 
responding allotment last year of 
$418,764,000.
